| Thrift Stamps Will Also Be Placed 
on Market by Ottawa 


Ottawa.*— Announcement is made 
thdt the government will inaugurate 
a War savings stamp campaign, The 
first: war savings stamp has just been 
issued to His Excellency the Gover- 
nor-General. The government will 
become the repository of the nation’s 
savings to a total of $50,000,000; sav- 
ings will be placed with the govern- 
ment by means of the purchase of 
war savings stamps. Jhe stamps are 
to be redeemable in January, 1924, 
They are to be sold by the govern- 
ment at a price which will work out 
to an interest rate of somewhat bet- 
ter than 4% per cent. compounded 
semi-annually or five per cent, simple 
interest if computed at the end of the 
period, Thus in December, 1918, or 
january, 1919, a five dollar war sav- 
ngs stamp may be bought for four 
dollars, After January the purchase 
price of a war savings stamp will be 
increased month by month, but at the 
end of five years, from December, 
1918, all stamps will be redeemed at 
5 each, 


Stamps of lower denomination, to 
be known as thrift stamps, will-be on 
sale. When sixteen of them have 
been accumulated, they can be ex- 
changed for a war savings stamp 
worth five dollars at the end @f the 
period, 

The plan is expected to work out to 
the great advantage of both the peo- 
ple and the nation, : 

In all the nine provinces strong lo- 
cal organizations are being formed. 
These will in turn organize the mu- 
nicipalities and the process of organ- 
ization will be further carried out 
until it will embrace so far as pos- 
sible every individual in the country.

— On May 24, 1917, with 
the object of preventing an exodus 
from Canada of persons likely to be 
affected by the military service act, 
the government passed a regulation 
providing that males between 18 and 
45 desiring to travel must first secure 
a permit authorizing their departure, 
As this regulation imposed some 
hardship on the travelling public and 
as the conclusion of hostilities seems 
to render unnecessary the further 
enforcement of the regulation, the 
government has rescinded the same

Germans Preparing to Embark 
Commercial Campaigns in 
East 
New York. — Martial ardor has 
been supplanted by marital zeal in 
Germany. This is evidenced by the 
advertising columns of German news- 
papers received here. Matrimonial 
“ads” cover whole pages and are in- 
serted by people of all ages and 

walks of life. 

A peculiar feature of these adver- 
tisements is that many make appcals 
for husbands or wives for relatives. 
Parents, brothers, sisters and even 
fri¢nds of these, who seck miates, in- 
vite correspondence from those mat- 
rimonially inclined. . Wealthy  physi+ 
cians, manufacturers and rich wid- 
Ows are among those who ‘resort to 
publicity. 

One advertiser says he is a widow- 
er who has property amounting to 
several million marks. He admits he 
is 58 years old, but says he “looks 
younger.” A physician, who has an 
annual income of 100,000 marks, seeks 
to arrange a mecting with “a beauti- 
ful, stately woman, object matri- 
mony.” 

Scarcity of tobacco in Germany is 
shown by the large number of adver- 
tisements offering to purchase cigars 
and cigarettes in any quantity of- 
fered. 

That the Germans are preparing to 
embark on large commercial cam- 
paigns in the east is inferred from 
advertisements asking for salesmen 
to find purchasers for German pro- 
ducts in Poland and Rumania, Other 
announcements request manufactur- 
to submit samples of articles 
which are “suitable for eastern coun-

The 
Belgian government is opposed to 
the re-establishment of obligatory, 
permanent neutralization which 
would fetter its freedom of action 
without insuring peace to the nation. 
It aspires to complete independence, 
to the rights common to all free peo- 
ples, 

“This status will free Belgium 
from foreign control and give her the 
right to make such arrangements for 
her defence as would seem under the 
given conditions. to be most © effec- 
live, and to regulate, furthermore, ac- 
cording to her own interests, her 
conomic relations, 

“Belgium must be allowed freedom 
to determine her own destiny; she | 
ist be free to adopt of her. own 
volition a policy which shall keep

A slave is one who was bought or 
stolen or taken captaive, or the des- 
céndant of such a one. 
who ever sought a chief’s protection 
lin the old days of inter-tribal war are 
now reckoned as slaves, as are their 
descendants. 

A slave can redeem himself or her 
self. Prices range from fifteen rupces 
to seventy-five rupees, according to 
age and condition, 

I have redecmed several hundreds 
at one time and another; often to 
prevent the separation of husbands 
and wives under the laws of slavery. 

The district officer at Lindi once 
told me his government wished to 
abolish ‘the state of slavery, and had 
thought of 1920 as a suitable year 
but it could hardly afford compensa 
tion.
